rhousands  of  Orphans 
Have  No  Legal  Status 


lOPt 


LONDON,  Ont.  (BUP)  — An 
Investigation  may  start-  here 
soon  to  clarify  the  legal  status 
of  thousands  of  English  orphans 
who  entered  Canada  in  the  early 
1900’s  and  were  taken  Into  On- 
tario homes. 

The  orphans  were  brought  to 
Canada  en  masse  by  Dr.  Barn- 
ardo's  homes,  an  English  or- 
ganization. and  given  to  On 
tario  families  to  raise.  The  legal 
Investigation  wax  expected  to 
show  what  relationship  the  or 
phans  bear  to  the  families  that 
took  them  in. 

The  Issue  was  brought  up  by 
the  claim  of  Mrs.  Olive  Shep- 
pard of  Toronto,  who  claims 
she  L*  the  adapted  child  of 
ParkhUI.  Ont  . farmer  Robert 
Veitch.  who  died  In  1921— and  is 
therefore  entitled  to  share  In 
his  estate 

Mrs.  Sheppard  bom  Olive 
Mundell,  lived  with  the  Veitch 
family  from  1894  until  1907. 
after  which  she  left  to  get  mar- 
ried. She  said  the  families  who 


adopted  Barnardo  children 
agreed  to  treat  them  as  mem- 
bers of  the  family. 

However,  the  Ontario  Adop- 
tion Act  was  not  passed  until 
1921,  and  therefore  the  relation- 
ship of  the  thousands  of  Bam- 
ardo  orphans  to  their  foster 
parents  has  never  been  deter- 
mined legally. 

Veitch  died  without  a will, 
leaving  a 145-acre  farm  valued 
at  $10,000.  He  was  survived  by 
a non.  Malcolm,  who  lived  on 
the  farm  until  he  also  died  In 
testate  In  1954.

OPASM0D1CALLY  over  many  years 
^ I hero  have  been  campaign*  launched 
In  Victoria  to  change  I he  store  closing 
by-law,  but  every  one  of  them  has  been 
dropped  on  account  of.  failure  to  obtain 
the  support  necessary  to  give  the  city 
council  authority  to  act  It  is  a perennial 
argument,  and  It  is  before  the  public  again 
just  now.  with  the  merchants  in  three 
camps:  those  who  are  satisfied  with  things 
as  they  are.  those  who  want  to  remain 
open  six  days  of  the  week,  and  those  who 
wish  to  have  the  Wednesday  half-holiday 
changed  to  all-day  closing.  Also  involved 
— but  with  no  legal  say  in  the  matter  at 
all— are  the  publicity  bureau  and  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  The  largest  group 
of  all,  the  general  public,  has  no  say  either 
— legally,  at  any  rate. 

The  situation  generally  is  somewhat 
peculiar.  As  the  Shops  Regulation  and 
Weekly  Holiday  Act  stands,  the  merchant 
community  appears  to  be  stuck  with  the 
Wednesday  half-holiday  unless  more  than 
50  per  cent  of  the  licensed  occupiers  of 
stores  are  in  sufficient  agreement  to  go 
to  the  council  with  a petition  for  repeal 
of  the  by-law.  There  does  not  appear  to 
he  any  provision  for  modification  of  it 
except  by  means  of  a new  by-law  which. 


strangely  enough,  would  require  agree- 
ment among  75  per  cent  of  the  licencees. 

Thus,  while  there  is  nothing  to  stop 
merchants  from  closing  all  day  Wednes- 
day if  they  wish  to,  they  are  forbidden 
to  open  on  Wednesday  afternoons  unless 
they  can  obtain  repeal  of  the  by-law.  As 
under  the  act  the  little  store  with  only 
one  or  two  assistants  has  an  equal  vole 
with  the  big  store  employing  scores  or 
hundreds,  it  seems  most  unlikely  that  the 
six-dav  faction  will  lie  able  to  enlist  the 
required  50  per  cent  support.  Hitherto 
1 his  group  has  never  been  able  to  win 
anything  approaching  the  support  needed. 
Furthermore,  even  if  enough  signatures 
could  tie  obtained  to  a petition  for  repeal, 
the  statute  does  not  say  the  council  must 
act  upon  it,  merely  that  it  “may.” 

It  will  lx*  interesting  to  see  what 
develops  from  the  present  rival  campaigns, 
which  once  more  appear  to  he  going  round 
in  circles.  As  the  law  stands  the  pro- 
ponents of  a six-day  week  seem  to  have 
little  hope  of  success  unless  they  can  per- 
suade the  legislature  to  change  the  act 
itself.  It  may  well  be  that  an  act  now’ 
ancient  imposes  far  too  much  restriction 
on  the  freedom  businessmen  should  have 
to  regulate  their  own  affairs  so  far  as 
hours  of  trading  are  concerned.

CBCs  Big  Liability 


AN  Ontario  radio  and  TV'  broadcaster 
dissatisfied  with  these  fields  in 
Canada  reportedly  blasts  the  CBC  as  he 
prepares  to  leave  for  other  pastures, 
charging  it  with  stifling  talent  and  a host 
of  other  faults.  He  has  fought  the  CBC 
for  21  years,  he  says,  but  now  he  gives 
up.  Interestingly  he  was  one  of  a group 
of  13  prominent  Canadian  actors,  announ- 
cers, musicians  and  commentator*  con- 
tributing recently  to  a Madean's-sponsored 
panel  on  the  subject:  “If  I ran  the 
CBC  . . The  result  was  enlightening 
but  scarcely  conclusive 

As  might  have  been  expected  there 
were  13  different  answers  to  the  chair- 
man's question.  Hardly  any  two  of  the 
panelists  agreed  on  any  point  of  program 
preference  or  production.  None  of  them 
had  a solution  to  the  CRT's  financial  prob- 
lem. One  panelist  summed  up  the  situation 
neatly  by  admitting  that  "all  of  us  are 
prejudiced;  we  all  have  an  axe  to  grind.” 
Prejudice  is  as  inevitable  among  radio 


listeners  and  TV  watchers  as  among  per- 
formers, hut  the  CBC  could  rid  itself  of 
a large  liability  if  it  did  not  control  all 
broadcasting  as  well  as  provide  its  own 
programs.  Its  program  reputation  is 
colored  adversely  by  ihe  fact  that  it  is 
both  the  eompetitor  and  the  boss  of  private 
broadcasting.  Were  notional  and  private 
broadcasting  separated  as  they  should  he, 
and  subject  equally  to  impartial  control, 
half  the  prejudice  against  the  CBC’  would 
disappear  overnight. 

Its  programs  then  would  lx*  conceded 
to  l*’  better  than  most  critics  aver;  in  fact 
shove  the  level  of  private  broadcasters. 
The  CBC  would  then  serve  both  as  a foil 
and  as  an  example  for  the  latter  to  aim 
at  and  excel  if  possible.  As  it  is  the  CBC’ 
wrongly  makes  the  rules  for  itself  and 
for  competitors  not  given  a fair  chance 
to  compete.  Until  this  is  changed  the 
CBC  will  continue  to  suffer  from  its  own 
monopoly  and  there  will  he  rrilirs  who 
Yan  see  no  good  in  the  program*  it 
presents. 


The  Province  s Wild  Life 


*-pHE  tentative  move  to  secure  statutory 
* protection  for  some  forms  of  wild 
life  in  British  Columbia  against  the  ex- 
panding growth  of  population  and  conse- 
quent reduction  of  natural  coverts  made 
last  week  by  a visiting  sportsman  coincides 
with  National  Wild  Life  Week.  He  in- 
stanced the  eagles,  the  osprey  and  the 
many  varieties  of  hawks  which,  though 
listed  as  “birds  of  prey”  are  not  harmful. 
Indeed  most  of  them,  it  is  probable,  supply 
a useful  continuing  service  to  mankind 
by  the  reduction  of  rodents  and  other 
pests  which  if  left  to  multiply  unchecked 
would  become  a nuisance.  One  has  only 
to  watch  the  perpetual  retreat  of  the  forest 


to  understand  how  wild  life  is  being 
affected. 

The  sight  of  a questing  osprey  can 
still  lx*  caught  over  the  reaches  of  the 
North  Thompson  Ri\rr.  It  preys  on  fish. 
The  golden  eagle  until  recently  was  a 
frequent  and  popular  visitor  to  Sproat 
Lake' to  hunt  the  lakeshore  for  grass 
snakes.  The  bald-headed  eagle  is  rarer, 
but  even  its  crags  are  being  invaded  in 
the  march  of  progress.  The  field  hawks 
In  many  varieties,  with  very  slight  excep- 
tion. do  not  harm  bird  life;  they  feed  on 
other  fare.  There  is  no  reason  why  a 
large  range  of  so-called  "birds  of  prey” 
most  of  ihcm  entirely  harmless-  should 
be  shot  down  in  ignorance  or  driven  nut 
of  their  natural  habitats.

Luly.  for  in- 
stance, would  keep  wandering 
nut  of  camera  range  which  i< 
why.  in  the  film,  she  spends  so 
much  time  in  Brandon's  orms! 

Training  went  on  continu- 
ously. For  one  sequence  during 
the  boy’s  training  of  Lady,  it 
was  necessary  to  have  the  dog 
resist  fhe  leash  Lady  of  course, 
had  been  trained  to  obey  so  an- 
other dog.  made  up  to  resemble 
Lady  exactly  was  trained  to  sit 
on  lis  haunches  whenever  it  was 
on  the  leash.

Here  they  were  trained  for 
three  weeks  before  one  of  them 
was  ready  to  perform  in  one 
short  sequence  in  winch  Lady 
outsmarts  a setter  at  its  own 
game. 

Bur  rhe  highlight  of  training, 
and  one  of  the  highlights  of 
the  film,  was  the  light  scene 
between  the  storekeeper's  pack, 
a hound  and  two  brutish  hog 
dogs,  and  the  little  Basenjl,  the 
unwelcome  stranger.

ject of  the  operation. 

UFA  I IS  TIC  FIGHT 

When  the  fight  was  to  be 
“shot.”  Lady  was  coated  with 
bear  grease  and  a trail  was 
laid  tu  the  area  in  front  of  the 
rameras.  The  ruse  worked  and 
the  resultant  fight  captured  hy 
five  cameras,  was  horribly  real- 
istic in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
pvery  dog's  mouth  was  taped 
to  avoid  damage. 

And  so  the  film  was  made. 
Every  oh-.tacle  was  oveirome. 
every  contingency  met  and 
mastered  until  the  jig  <aw  fitted. 

Mrs.  Anderson's  own  dog, 
Jn-*s.  appeared  In  several 
sequences  in  the  film  and  also 
recorded  some  of  the  noises  for

"In  the  last  five  months."  explains  Molt,  'Tve  had  thousands 
of  letters  from  people  in  46  state*,  asking  how  to  adopt  these 
children  as  I did.  and  asking  f*»r  aid.”

•hat  the  rhinoceros  auklet  at 
this  time  is  a very  ordinary 
looking  sea  bird  with  no  dis- 
tinctive coloration  anywhere. 

This  species  ranges  from 
Alaskan  waters  south  to  the 
State  of  Washington.  It  is 
known  to  nest  at  various  points 
on  the  Queen  Charlotte  Islands, 
at  Pine  Island  and  Porcher, 
where  museum  parties  have  re- 
corded rookeries.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  igmests  on  the  other 
Islands  along  the  coastline,  for 
breeding  birds  are  locally 
abundant  fiom  Victoria  north- 
wards during  the  Summer 
months. 

The  rookeries  we  have  investi- 
gated were  made  up  of  large 
burrows,  some  extending  JS  to 
30  feet  under  the  root  systems 
of  saial.  usually  In  coniferous 
forests  abutting  on  the  sea  One 
rookery  on  Kunghft  Island  was 
comprised  of  a series  of  bur- 
rows leading  off  a Jorge  central 
cavern,  reminiscent  of  rabbit 
Warrens  seen  in  England.
